LONDON, March 9.—[By the Associ- 
pied Press.]—The supreme council has 
issued a Memorandum on world eco- 
nomic conditions. Its conclusions are 
gs follows: 

Firstly—It is of paramount impor- 
tance that peace conditions should be 
fully and completely restored at the 
earliest possible moment everywhere. 

To achieve this it is desirable [first] 
that peace and normal economic re- 
lations be re-established as quickly as 
possible in eastern Europe; [second] 
that all armies be reduced to a peace 
footing, that armaments be limited 
to the lowest possible figuré compat- 
ible with national security and that the 
league of nations be invited to con- 
sider proposals to this end; [third] 
that states created or enlarged im- 
mediately retéstablish full and friendly 
coperation and arrangement for un- 
restricted interchange of commodities. 

Production Held Vital. 

Secondly—-Not only the government 
ef each country, but all producers 
should immediately execute all mea- 

sures contributing to full resumption 
of peaceful industry, to encouragement 
of better output by workers every- 


where, to improvement of machinery} 


and transportation and removal of 
puch disturbing facters as profiteering. 
Thirdly—Each government should 
immediately consider means for urging 
upon all nationals suppression of ex- 
Wavagance and reduction of expendi- 
tures, so as to bridge the gap which 
faust for some years exist between de- 
mand and supply of esesntial commod- 
ities. 

Fourthly—Early steps should be 
laken to deflate credit and currency— 
lfiret} by the reduction of recurrent 
government expenditure within rev- 
@ue limits; [second] by the imposi- 
ton of such additional taxation as is 
necessary; (third) by the funding of 
Shert term obligations by loans sub- 
sribed out of the people’s savings; 
fourth} by the immediate limitation 
ind gradual curtailment of note cirru- 
lation.

TRAGIC BASE 
BLEYER KILLING 


Inquest Shows Mass 
of Evidence. 


One big bundle of letters toid the 
coroner yesterday how it happened 
that Clifford Bleyer, well known adver- 
tising man, was slain by Mrs. Ruth 
Randall, who killed herself beside his 


‘body. 


The penned and penciled witnesses, 
tracing almost daily the life led by 
Mrs. Randall, were found in the wom- 
an’s apartment at 3607 Lake Park ave- 
nue, where the pair were found dead 
Monday night. The letters were turned 
over to Coroner Hoffman by the po- 
lice at the inquest, which began yes 
terday afternoon. 

Mrs. Bleyer, the widow, was not at 
the inquest, though Coroner Hoffman 


session. She remained in her flat, 918 
Galt avenue, with her two little chil- 
dren, and said she would have nothing 
to do with the funeral and would not 
to her home. 

The letters, from various sources and 
of varying significance, gave the cor- 
oner all the information needed to get 
at the causes of the tragedy. One lot 
pictures Mrs. Randall as a “ vampire,” 
attempting to break up gnother mar- 

ried man’s home. Among these is a 
letter to her from the wife in this 
home, bitterly reproaching her. 

A dozen more were written to 
Randall by Bleyer. These rev the 
extent of his infatuation—which at 
length waned. They covered the peri- 
od while he was in war work in Wash- 
ington and showed his efforts to get 
her placed in the capital, also in war 
work.

Other testi- 
mony on ghis point is that Bleyer was 
not the “rich man” he has been pic- 
tured, but was bothered by lack of 
funds. This withdrawal of support is 
regarded ag the reason why the wom- 
an finally killed him.

burden is placed on the taxpayers be- 
cause we were unprepared. It is a 
strange thing in war that-the heaviest 
burden falls on the masses. I want 
their sons protected against war. No 
nation or combination of nations will 
ever attack us if we are to 
defend our rights.” 

Attacks on the pending reorganiza- 
tion bill were made by Re tatives 
Dent, Alabama, and Caldwell, New 
York, Democrats. Mr. Dent declared 
that the bill provides for too many 
officers.

Mr. Kahn replied that before the war 
there were not sufficient officers to 
make it possible for institutions such 
as the University of Illinois to get their 
quota of offieers for the training of 
students’ cadet corps.

If there is no break in the party tasiotins or 


ators in formal opposition to the reservations, or 
if the break is not serious enough to carry over 
enough votes to ratify over a presidential veto, the 
treaty is dead. So far as ‘we can judge the situation 
in the senate, Mr. Wilson has made it impossible 
for Democratic senators to vote for reservations 
acceptable to the senate majority except by defying 
their party leader and calling down upon them 
selves the Olympian wrath. 

We believe that very few of the Democrats sail 
any stomach for a die-hard fight before the country 
over the issue of infallibility raised.by Mr. Wilson. 
Neither have they, with two or three exceptions, 
any enthusiasm for the treaty. But it takes a 
‘strong force indeed to shake a Democratic senator 
out of his regularity. After all, if Mr. Wilson is 
willing to break the heart of the world by keeping 
the United States out of the league because we 
refuse to go in on exactly his terms, a modest Dem- 
ocratic regular may ease his conscience of that 
‘heavy burden and fall back upon his responsibility 
for not breaking the Democratic party. 

As there is no chance of the Republican majority 
deserting the reservations, and as Mr. Wilson has 
made it difficult, if not politically impossible, for 
any but the hardiest of the Democratic senators to 
vote for them, we hope the senate will dispose of 
this issue at once and take up the Knox or any 
other appropriate resolution declaring a state of 
peace with the central powers. 

Senator Knox’s resolution, introduced Dec. 13, 
is as follows: — 

“ Resolved, That the senate of the United States 
unreservedly advises and consents to the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of Versailles in so far only as it 
provides for the creation of a status of peace be- 
tween the United States and Germany.” 

A similar resolution declaring peace with Austria 
would, of course, be passed at the same time. 


MR.\ WILSON IS PRESUMPTUOUS. 

Again, with that misapprehension of the propri- 
eties which has lately charaeterizéd him, Mr. 
Wilson assumes to give voice to the motives which 
guided our fighting men. 

Mr. Wilson was not a soldier in this war. He 
has not been a soldier in any war, although his 
country has been at war during years wher Mr. 
Wilson was of military age. Mn Wilson’s son-in- 
law did not serve in the war. Mr. Wilson’s 
brothers-in-law did not serve in the war. Noto- 
riously, the sons of Mr. Wilson’s cabinet officers 
were kept far from enemy fire. Yet Mr. Wilson 
presumes to suggest the motives which governed 
the men who fought and died. : 

Our soldiers fought and our soldiers died for 
love of country and not for the establishment of 
any polygot league of saddle colored nations. To

MEXICO A WASTE. 

The United States tries to stimulate production 
in this country because fhe country and the world 
needs it, but it persists in a policy of permitting 
and encouraging Mexican waste. Mexico is a 
very rich land, hardly used. We do not believe 
that the race willing to work and govern itself 
ought to grab Mexican land as Indian land was 
taken, but we do believe that land ought to con- 
tributé what it can to the world sustenance, and 
that a system of government which would permit 


Mexico is the ward of the United States. If any 
people but the Mexicans were causing the disorder 
in Mexico we would put them out, just as the 
Spanish were put out of Cuba. We gave the 
Cubans tranquillity and did not take away their 
fiberty. If the Cubans raised bandits they would 
not raise much sugar and they would not have 
peace and prosperity. 

We are trying to keep’the Haitians from dis. 
ordering their own lives and we'll succeed. We 
protect Panama and Central America. The Mexi- 
can policy is not consistent with other American | 
policy. It is not a part of the American program. | 
It does not serve American needs. It does not help 
any one. It promotes disorder and waste. It is 
cruel and inhuman because it allows a people to 
be injured by their own weaknesses. 

We have not turned the Filipinos lone because 
we are afraid they'll hurt themselves or get hurt! 
if we do, but we will not help the Mexicans when 
We see all the time how they hurt themselves and 
p When we see how their lawlessness injures our own 
citizens. 

if the Mexican policy were the only one we ap-. 
plied in American affairs generally we should be in 
hot water all the time and our actions would be 
@ moral reproach to us. 

Mexico ought to be pacified. It ought to be made 
a safe place for life, and it ought to produce as it 
can produce for the sustenance of people who need 
larger developed areas of food supplies. We have 
emerged from the period in the United States when 
nature was reckless in its generosity. Americans 
cannot pick a living off the prodigal face of the 
land. Phe continent needs the development of its 


There cannot be a realization of Mexican rich. 
ness until Mexico has order. It is both an economic 
and moral necessity to give Mexico order. There 
is no piety in a policy which permits ‘destruction 
and waste. It does not protect Mexican liberty. 
The Mexicans have no liberty except as they take 
it in Jawlessness. The Cubans have freedom. The 
Mexteans do not have it.

HOPE FOR GASSED YANKS. 


to the after effects of gas poison- . 
ing. Those interested in this sub- 
ject will be interested in the con- 
clusions bf a report by Dr. R. 8S. Berg- 
hoff on 2,000 cases of gas poisoning seen 
more than four months after the acci- 
dent. The cases came before the review 
board at Camp Grant. The report brings 
good cheer. 

The closest studies of gas poisoning 
that I have seen are those of Dr. A. 8S, 
Warthin of the University of Michigan. 
But Dr. Warthin’s study, as well as that 
of Dr. L. Hill, relates to the acute effects 


(of gas. 


The outstanding early symptoms of 
mustard gas. poisoning are hemorrhages 
and bleeding ffom the nose. Of chlorin 
gas poisoning the outstanding symptom 
is suffocation, constriction around the 
chest, tightness in the throat, and pant- 
ing for breath. Of phosgene gas poison- 
ing it is weakness. Of course, in each 
type of poisoning there is coughing and 
sneezing, as well as the outstanding 
symptom referred to. 

The war is over and we hope poison 
gas never will be used in war again. 
Not many men will be poisoned in in- 
dustry by pdison gas. But there are 
many thousand living who were gassed a 
year or more-ago and they are wonder- 
ing what the future holds for them. 
The. review board at Camp Grant 
passed on 2,000 men who had been gassed 
more than four months before they came 
up for ex&mina¥tion. Here was an ex- 
cellent opportunity, the best ever, to see 
what the after effects of gassing were. 


} Thirty per cent of the cases had been 
,; gassed with mustard gas, chlorip com- 


ing second. Two hundred and forty hed 
been gassed by cloud or drift gas, the 


bombs, The drift or cloud gas cases 
were worse hit than the other. 


Physical examination was’made of the 
chest in each case. In 560 per cent of the 
cases there was nothing abnormal in the 
chest. The man coughed and had short- 
ness of breath, but there were no signs 
of disease in the chest. Thirty per cent 
of the cases were put in the bronchitis 
group. They had rales over the chest, 
just as in cases of semi-chronic or 
chronic bronchitis. Twenty-two per cent 
of the cases were put in the emphysema 
group. Examination of these showed 
that the air sacs were over distended 
after the fashion of those cells in the 
lungs of old horn blowers and of old 
asthmatics, sometimes. ‘This is much 
legs change than one who saw men suf- 
fering from acute gassing expected.

Delavan, Ill., March 5.—[{Editor of the 
Tribune.]—I have been reading your edi- 
torials regarding “‘ bonuses®for ex-sol- 
diers,” and it occurred to me that you 
might be glad to know some of us who 
had served in the world war concurred 
in your views. I am glad that you have 
taken the stand youhave in the matter 
and trust that it will be the means of 


| making others see it in the proper light. 


To me it does not seem right nor fit- 
ting to attempt to put a price on patriot- 
ism by having the government make a 
donation of money to those who served 
in the war. For my part, and I feel that 
the majority of ex-service men feel the 
same, I rather feel that we gave our 
services to our country because it ‘was 
our duty to do 80, and not because 
we expected to gain any profit from so 
doing. Had we not done so we would 
not have deserved to have enjoyed the 
blessings of citizenship, and the many 
other advantages which our country has 
given us. We owed her everything; she 
owed us but little. 

Therefore it seems wrong now to think 
of imposing another ‘heavy burden upon 
the nation to give us a bonus to which 
we Rave no right and which can dg us 
no material good. ,If any man is suf- 
féring from injpries or loss of health in- 
curred in the service he should be taken 
care of and well taken care of, but 
otherwise I do not feel that there is any 
reason for a further reward.
